' Tuesday night* at eight o'clock at bis 
home in Zion City occurred the death of 
W. M. BurriB of Zion's Inw department of 
a protracted malarial fever contracted by a 
stay in Dowio'a "Paradiso Plantation" in 
tho heart of Old Mexico. 

Incalculable injury to Bowie's projected 
migration of bis people to Mexico is likely 
to result from this incident, for Zion peo- 
ple axe already alarmed and express them- 
selves aa unwllliug to venture into a jungle 
which baa worsted their leader! and has 
taken off one of their chief men. 

Burris was .brought to Zion Monday, ill 
to the point of indifference to the world, 
although tho seriousness of his condition 
was concealed by Zion officials from- their 
people. He was yellow as saffron, and 
sank rapidly,' passing away in a Bleep, 

After death -the body is said to have 
swelled to twice its normal : size, and to 
nave turned a deepoc yellow. Those who 
saw him are marvelling as to bow the man 
got through tho quarantine. 

Burris is a new man at Zion City, having 
joined tbe church about nine months ago 
to tako tho plnce of Attorney Molkers.ll, 
who' became disgruntled and loft tbo fold. 
Burris Is about forty-fiyo years of age, and 
leaveBawifo but no children; 
;--He went to Mexico with Messrs Dowie, 
Lowis ami WH bite to attend to the legal 
work in acquiring the Paradise plantation, 
Ho was taken ill with foyer in Mexico but 
although ho showed no eigna of improve- 
ment and got worso, ho* was kept there" in 
liope* of. recovery ,■ no intimation of bis ill- 
ness being let go through to Zion. When 
it w>s seen that there, was no possibility o, 
his recovery, tie was ordered back, ' 



One fact looms larger on the railroad- 
rate horizon at this time than any other, 
and it 1b (bat there will be no compromise 
between tho President and the railway 
world looking toward legislation which 
both can consistently accept. It will be a 
fight to a finish— before tbe Senate. The 
railroads, Horn present indications, will 
win, defeating the plan of the president to 
have the interstate commerce commission 
clothed with power to name n rate and 
have it immediately go into effect. 

Stories have appeared in the newspapers 
of late snggesting that there might bo a 
compromise. Several of tbeie stories have 
even gone bo far as to Bay that presidents 
Coisatt and Baer havo been selected to 
notify the President' of tbe compromise 
offer and urge him to accept it, -All such 
stories, however, ore negatived by tbe sim- 
ple fact that the President has had no 
word that any such plan was on foot, and, 
further, that it is not his intention to com- 
promise what be regards as amoral iuue. 
educed to the lowest terms, the railway 
issue for months has presented but one 
point of difference between the President 
and the railway managers. Everything 
excepting, this einglo point .the railways 
havo long been ready to concede. This 
point U the crux ofj-lhe entire situation. 
It in vol ves the go! ng' into effect" of a' v Ww 
rale named bv tbo commission'. 

The President insists that this point! Is 
essential to any legislation that will be at 
all satisfactory. On this point, .of nil 
other*, ho feels that bo could not yield. 

Tho railroad^ also regard this as the 
cruz of the situation. The bill'uround 
which tho rfiiJroiul interests of tbo Senate 
will finalfy rally, will contain a very thing 
the President demands save this thing 
only. The President's bill -will .contain 
this point. 

It 1b tbe purposes of tho mi I roads to de- 
feat the president's bill. Already a count 
of noses has been taken j and on that count 
(bo prediction is made by railway-experts 
that the bill can be defeated. This pre- 
diction is made with so much confidence 
as to carry conviction in many disinter- 
ested quarters. But after the President's 
bill has been defeated— then, what? 

This question has also been considered 
in railway circles, and on answer that is 
entirely satisfactory has been. reached. ; 

It Ib believed by tho great corporate 
powers now opposing the president, that 
tbe defeat of the president's.' plan "in VonV 
greas this winter, and attain in the short- 
session of a year hence,. wlU very probably 
precipitate a presldontnl struggle in .1008 
with government ownership ot railways as 
perhaps the chief issue.. The votes taken 
this year In Chicago and Now. York arc 
fingerboards pointing in 'that direction, 
and tho refusal of the senate to_ comply 
with the president's request would no doubt 
give that ,i-Bue such momentum as tomako 
it national in scope. ; ;

The Feeding of Cold Skimmed 
Milk is Said to be the Cause 
of the Tubercular Infect- 
ing Hogs In Winter 

Tuberculosis among hogs, only recently 
found to nny largo extent, is increasing so 
rapidly in Wisconsin that on effort will be 
made to have" the next legislature take 
steps toward stamping it out. The only 
inspection provided now Is the regular 
meat inspection of the United States gov- 
ernment. . ^ -■ ■ 

State Senator George Wylie, of the State 
Board of Agriculture and member of tbe 
-Wisconsin \ Livestock Sanitary Board,- is 
authority for these statements. The Live- 
stock Sanitary Board, which was granted 
enlarged powers by the lost legislature, is 
doing great work in stamping out tuber- 
culoels among cattle, Senator Wylie 'says, 
Mr. Wylie was in Milwaukee on Monday, 
superintending the inspection of a herd of 
twenty-nine tubercular cattle shipped there 
from Neenahv At tho slaughter houae ssf 
the Gross packing plant, where inspection 
was conducted, twenty-two of the animals 
were killed and only seven passed inspec- 
tion. 

"While it has been known tor sometime 
that hogs were likely to have tuberculosis, 
and tubercular bogs havo been found, yet 
it is only since tbo lost legislature ad- 
journed that tuberculosis among hogs in 
Wisconsin has given nny great cause for 
alarm," said Senator Wylie. 

"It has' been found that ninny "bogs 
shipped from dairy districts of tho state 
were tubercular. This I have learned from 
the government inspectors at Eau Claire, 
Milwaukee, Chicago, and other market 
points. This shows that tbe tuberculosis 
in cattle is capable of transmission. In 
these districts the hogs are raised -largely 
on skimmed milk from the creameries, 
Tho tuberculosis in tbe hog is chiefly found 
in tho intestines and in tho glands of the 
neck. . . . - 

"Something should be done to. btop . this 
if possible. The theory of course is" that it 
is capable of transmission to the human 
system, A law would be acceptable which 
would compoll all creameries to heat all 
their skimmed milk and whey to a tem- 
perature of at least 140 degrees. This 
would kill alt the -tubercular germa. Of 
course, to make it complete, it. would be 
necessary to require all farmers feeding 
milk to hogs" to beat it in the, same way. 
While some might violate the law, yet it 
would prevent a great amount of the tu- 
berculosis. 

"Wisconsin is ahead of any state in the 
Union as far as legislation to exterminate 
tuberculosis in cattle is concerned,' Minne- 
sota is next."

Thirty-nine men lost their lives and 
thirty-two others were burned severely 
In a (Ire which broke out early Sunday 
looming In a municipal lodging house in 
Glasgow. 

The building was occupied by ,1,10 men, 
most of them laborers, all belonging to 
tho poorest clauses. The tlames first 
were noticed on the fourth floor n limit d 
o'clock, and In the panic which followed 
many fell downstairs or jumped from 
windows It U the custom of these lodg- 
ers to stct-p nude, nnd when the firemen 
arrived, almost immediately nn extraor- 
dinary scone was created by a procession 
of naked men rushing out of the en- 
trance. Against their frantic efforts to 
escape the fire fighters actually had to 
fight for admission. 

Beaching the upper floors, the firemen 
fouud that the narrow pasnges were be- 
ing congested with men -who hurt drop- 
ped to the floors overcome with smoke. 
The fire, however, was confined to the 
fourth floor, and as soon as the firemen 
were able to got to work it was speedily 
extinguished. 

The march of the nude survivors to 
the police station was a fantastic one.

"One tn every 350 of the population 
of Cook County Is Insane," declared Dr. 
V. H. Podstata, superintendent of tbo 
hospital for the Insane at Dunning, In. 
a talk oa public charities before tho 
Young Men's Club of tbo Fourth Pres- 
byterian Church In Chicago, "Oho in 
every 400 of th*o population is an Inmate 
of some one of the State institutions 
for the Insane." Acordlng to Dr.. Pod- 
stata Insanity is Increasing at the pres- 
ent time, though not ns rapidly ns It' did 
fifty years ago. "The popular opinion 
of tho laity thnt a great part of the In- 
sane cases arc caused by worry, disap- 
pointment, overwork nnd exhaustion Is 
not true," said the speaker. "Statistics 
prove that GO per cent of insanity cases 
are caused by hereditary influences, 22 
to 25 per cent from direct Influences of 
alcohol, 10 per cent from organic dl3- 
citsa and 5 to 10 per cent are caused by 
worry, disappointment In business, lore 
and other matters." 



QUAIL PLENTIFUL TIMS YEAR.

Alfalfa 
stacks will not Bhcd wnter as readily 
as stacks of grass hay, In the arid re- 
gions there Is llttlo danger from rains 
during the season. of storage; but lu 
humid climates It Is uecessary to store 
the hay in barns or else cover tho 
stacks with large tarpaulins, or they 
may be topped with grasa. Otherwlso 
the percentage of wnsto Is very large, 
In any case there Is likely to be some 
waste, for which reason tho stacks aro 
made large, thus reducing the propor- 
tionate amount of waste. In tho al- 
falfa regions of tho West tho stacks 
are as high ns tho hay can be linndled 
easily and may bo £00 feet or moro In 
length. The size of tho stacks la then 
limited chiefly by the convenience In 
bringing tbo hay from tho surround*

Rioting Over Peace Treaties. 

Ttio riotous scenes at Toklo were 
not by any means the first demonstra- 
tion of their Kind against an 'unpopu- 
lar treaty. In fact, a reasonable par- 
allel may he found In events that took 
place not more than seven blocks 
from the Bite of the Evening Post 
building. 

On July 38, 1795, a mass meeting 
was called to protest against the 
treaty which Jay had Just negotiated 
with England. While the speaking 
was under way an enthusiastic band, 
who had been burning the treaty at 
the Battery, came marching up' Broad- 
way, beaded by the French and Amer- 
ican flags, and Joined the crowd. 

At about the same time Alexander 
Hamilton addresses the meeting in 
favor of adjournment Stones were 
thrown at him from the now turbu- 
lent crowd, and oce of them struck 
him on the . forehead.— New York 
Evening Post.
